2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record disclose or teach a negative current compensating circuit by blocking 
the negative current from flowing for the voltage return through the driver transistor and 
enabling the detector transistor to conduct a positive compensation current form a 
supply voltage input to the control electrode of the first transistor when a voltage at the 
first current carrying electrode of the detector transistor is no less than a first voltage or 
a detector transistor having a first current carrying electrode coupled to the second 
current carrying electrode of the driver transistor to provide a positive compensation 
current tot he control electrode of the first transistor, the detector transistor having a 
threshold voltage and a current mirror coupled to conduct the positive compensation 
current from a voltage input to the detector transistor and coupled to generate an output 
current representative and coupled to generate an output current representative of the 
positive compensation current.
